Downtown’s division on current traffic 
proposals is not unlike Downtown’s past in- 
teréal division 
on 
the city-county building, 
mail, store hours, Saturday banking, publicly 
financed municipal parking, and the priority 
of cures for local counterparts of the nation­ 
wide downtown problems of parking, traffic, 
m ass transit, and beautification and environ­ 
m ental improvement. 
Làncoln seems to have consensus on the 
importance of taking steps to keep Downtown 
strong as the image creator of the city and a 
substantial (20+%) contributor to the city tax 
base. But consensus seems to disappear when 
it oomes to the several means of accomplish­ 
ing this desired end. 
Businessmen responsible for the success 
and image of Dowmtown have publicly spoken 
bofii for and against the several traffic plans.

When the question of a full system of 
downetown one-way streets was first heard and 
adopted in principal by the City Council a 
week ago, the plan was open for decision as 
to use and direction of 13th, 14th. and 15th Sts. 
At this earlier time the full one-way plan 
seemingly had support from the City Council, 
City Traffic Department, Chamber of Com­ 
merce, Downtown Development Corporation 
and some businessmen along N St. The alter­ 
nate, a partial oneway plan, was mainly sup­ 
ported by the Oity Planning Commission and 
11th St. businessmen. 
The City Council’s subsequent amendment 
of that full one-way plan to include 13th as a 
one-way south, 14th a one-way north, and 15th 
as a two-way street evoked a parade of oppo­ 
sition to the full one-way plan from owners 
and occupants of property along 13th and 14lh 
who had not testified on or aganst the plan 
the prevous week. 
Testimony the second week indicated that 
the City Council’s election among the options 
available within the concept of a full one way 
plan for downtown was unpopular with af­ 
fected property owners who preferred that 
Lincoln’s second busiest street, 13th, remain 
two-way as a distributor artery southward, 
and that 14th street remove traffic from NU 
campus southbound. 
When at the end of the second session, the 
Council itself questioned whether 13th St. 
shouldn’t be the two-way, 14th one-way south, 
and 15th one-way north, a City Councilman 
located at 15th St. bluntly warned he wouldn't 
vote for the plan if his 15th St. wasn’t two-way. 


The city is witnessing an understand­ 
able division among property owners in 
the Downtown naturally equating the im­ 
pact of either plan on the basis of the 
traffic direction within their portion of the 
Downtown rather than on positive convic­ 
tions about a totai action plan for park­ 
ing-traffic development for the entire 56 
downtown blocks.•

Much testimony on both sides is 
actually 
saying it is good or bad for the Downtown be­ 
cause it is good or bad for my location or 
area. 


But from a community standpoint it 
would seem desirable to resolve the ques­ 
tion on other criteria than a referendum 
among divided, affected property owners.

There are real advantages and disadvan­ 


tages to eadi of the three city street plans; 
Present System of 1 & 2-Ways 
.Advantages: Familiarity of present 
driving habits and traffic patterns known 
to property owners, no extra circling to 
get to destination adding to traffic. 
Disadvantages: 
Inadequate traffic- 
carrying capacity of 9th-10th. I6th-17th, 
K. L at morning-evening peak hours ex­ 
tending over greater portion of day as fu­ 
ture vehicle count increases adding to 
time to get into and out of Downtown; 
uncertainty of pattern of future street 
system changes detering capital invest­ 
ment Downtown for parking and other 
purposes; inability to install progressive 
signalization synchronisation or lengthen 
present pedestrian walk cycle of signals 
due to block lengths and number of two- 
wav streets. 
Full 1-Way Plan (p:xcept O & 13th or 15th) 
Advantages: 
Enlargement of carry­ 
ing-capacity of Lincoln streets by 33%; re­ 
duction of vehicle congestion by 50% at 
lowest cost 
(estimated $10,000): increase 
ease of going Downtown by reduction of 
time into and out of Downtown by in­ 
crease of average speed from 10 to 22 
m.p.h. through progressive signalization 
synchronization, 
lengthening pedestrian 
walk cycle on Downtown signal lights 
from 20 to 25 seconds (-r25%t; reduction 
of accident conflicts of vehicles by 50%

fic inside Downtown core except P & N; 
some speedup of east-west movements. 
Disadvantages: Inability to install pro­ 
gressive signalization synchronization or 
lengthen pedestiran walk cycle due to 
number of two-way streets; no speedup of 
movement north-south or on M, Q; rela­ 
tive greater delays in getting in and out 
of Downtown compared to outlying shop­ 
ping areas, little reduction in accident 
rates, some continued confusion by mix­ 
ture of one and two-ways; permanent di­ 
rection of N east and P west commits 
future city expenditures of $1 million on 
Q-Northeast Diagonal (to avoid situation 
as though 1-180 ramps had to crisscross 
to line up with direction of 9th, 10th), un­ 
certainty of future traffic pattern of re­ 
maining two-way streets retarding capi­ 
tal investment commitment for parking 
and buildings. 
The truth of the matter is that the city 
and Dowmtown will survive under any of 
the plans, but might do better under the 
full one-way plans than others. Consensus 
is very desirable. 
But there are danger, too, ahead for 
the Downtown in waiting for full con­ 
sensus. It could never develop.

And Downtown could continue to de­ 
teriorate and lose relative ground to the 
outlying shopping areas during the period 
in which the city, under the guise of 
awaiting consensus, follows t h e line of 
least resistance by taking no constructive 
action to resolve total iXowntown traffic 
direction, which may be a condition prece­ 
dent to commitment of capital for park­ 
ing and building.

It is inevitable that legends grow about 
any famous man. John Fischer, editor of 
Harper’s magazine and a close friend of the 
late Adlai Stevenson, in the November issue 
of that magazine attempts to sort the facts 
from the legends which are circulating about 
Mr. Stevenson.

Fisher considers the most damaging leg­ 
end is that Stevenson disagreed violently with 
the administration’s for- 
Fa ct a nd 
« ^8" policy. He says it is 
true that “Stevenson often 
L eg end 
disagreed with the SKimin- 
istration — both Kennedy’s 
and Johnson’s—on nuances of foreign policy 
or techniques for its execution. 
“But on the essentials of American for­ 
eign policy—steady but restrained resistance 
to aggression, the encouragement of national 
independence everywhere, the strengthening 
of international peace-keeping machinery— 
he saw eye to eye with the Presidents he 
served.”

He destroys the legend that, as one writer 
put, Stevenson was appalled by the John­ 
son 
administration’s 
exuberant 
vulgarity. 
Fischer says, “A Midwesterner himself, Stev­ 
enson was by no means startled by Johnson’s 
feedlot idiom . . . Although 
I never heard 
him say so, my hunch is that be felt more 
comfortable with Johnson than with any of 
the Kennedys.”

Nor did Stevenson WTite all of his own 
speeches as many believed. In fact, Fischer 
was one a battalion of talented 
ghost writers who worked on 
speeches during Stevenson’s 
f i r s t campaign. Stevenson 
made up to 17 speeches a day, 
all different. He hated to re­ 
peat himself. 
Yet Fischer says, “In a 
valid sense the speeches were 
all 
his own. 
The 
people 
gathered around him 
w e r e 
birds of an intellectual feath­ 
er . . . Consequently, nobody 
Stevenson 
put alien words into his mouth. We were, so 
to speak, merely literary tailors.”

The belief that Stevenson was an inde­ 
cisive man is not a myth, according to Fisch­ 
er.

lie says, “His quality of indecisiveness 
(which I didn’t quite comprehend until the 
last decade of his life) led me eventually — 
and reluctantly—to conclude that it was for­ 
tunate he never reached the White House. 
The job would have been agony for him and 
his agonizing would have been bad for the 
country.” 
This does not detract from Fischer’s belief 
tiiat Adlai Stevenson was a great man—one 
who gave more to his country than 
m o s t 
Presidents. He believes Stevenson awakened 
the political interests of millions of young peo- 
pie and that the ideas which Stevenson 
preached became the intellectual capital of 
the Kennedy and Johnson administrations.

It will take years for Americans to fully 
appreciate the great contribution that Adlai 
Stevenson made to his times.

It would be surprising indeed if the com­ 
ing visit of Dr. Ludwig Erhard resulted in 
any substantial agreement about the relations 
between Europe and America.

ISo Serio us Da ng er 
Although it is usually dangerous to post­ 
pone decisions this may be an occasion when 
too much zeal may cook up a crisis, though 
in fact none exists. The prospect of a review 
and renegotiation of the NATO treaty is very 
important business. It is not a crisis where 
the stakes are life and death. The NATO ne­ 
gotiations will be carried on with an ally 
which has affirmed in words and deeds Ghe 
(Cuban missile crisis) its loyalty to the al­ 
liance. 
There is a great amount of discussion 
about German security. But the fact is that 
the federal republic is in no serious danger 
o f being attacked. It is protected by the par­ 
amo unt deterrent force of the United States. 
Nothing can be done by the federal republic 
■o w or in the years to come—by collectixe 
agreements or ev en on its own—which can 


increase by one scintilla the security of the 
federal republic against all-out nuclear attack. 


The problem that is engendering most of 
the discussion is not how to make the fed­ 
eral republic more secure against Soviet at­ 
tack. The real subject of the discussions is, 
as the Economist of I.oiidon put it a few 
weeks ago. that the (iermaiis “want to be 
reassured that the dropping of a joint nuclear 
force would not condemn them to perpetual 
second-class status in Western Europe.” 


This is. indeed, tlie ))roblem—not how to 
defend the P'ederal Republic, but how to make 
it feel that its status is equal to that of Bri­ 
tain and France. The problem of how to make 
the Germans feel satisfied about their status 
is interesting and even important. But t h e 
sovereign solution for this j)robleni of status, 
in a nation as in individuals, is common sense 
strippc'd of false envy and preoccupation with 
api>earance.s. 
There has been a shortage of common 
sense in our dealings with postwar West Ger­ 
many. and the shortage is due in the last 
analysis to a profound distrust of the Ger­ 
mans. a deep-seated fear that if they are dis­ 
appointed they will bring forth another Hitler. 
This is what has been at the bottom of 
the whole project to let German officers and 
men participate in the operation of nuclear 
weapons. It has been alleged that by letting 
some Germans lay their hands on nuclear 
weapons and by having the federal republic 
own a partial equity in the weapons, the Ger­ 
man nation would be immunized against a 
feeling of inferiority to Britain and France. 


The H a rd Fa cts 
Although this futile and unhealthy attempt 
to manipulate and manage German feelings 
has not solved any military problem, it has 


taught the Germans on the authority of 
th e 
United States that they probably are inferior 
if they don’t feel inferior. The common-sense 
approach to the German feeling of inferior 
status is to make it quite clear w’hy neither 
Britain nor France is or can be a truly in­ 
dependent nuclear power. 
* 
*. 
I, 
The reason for that is that the United 
States owns and operates at least 90% of the 
nuclear power of the Western .Alliance. It is, 
therefore, quite impossible, whatever the ap­ 
pearances, for any other member of the al­ 
liance to be an independent nuclear power. 
Not because we are any better than anyone 
else, but because of the fact of our prepon­ 
derant nuclear power, none of our Allies dares 
make alone the ultimate decision of whether 
nuclear power is or is not to be used. 
* 
Heaven knows. I do not want to see nu­ 
clear power used anywhere, for example, in 
the F’ar East. But the hard facts are the hard 
facts. Neither Paris nor London could veto an 
American decision to use nuclear power. By 
the same token, neither Paris nor London 
could compel us to fight a nuclear war if we 
decided against it. Within the Western Alliance 
there can be no other truly independent nu­ 
clear powers as there are no nuclear powers 
equal to the United States.

The true and honest reply to the German 
feeling about nuclear status is to expose to 
them the unreality of the apparent status of 
their 
European 
neighbors. 
The 
Germans 
should cease to be jealous of the ladies down 
the street, for their jewels are made of paste. 
Once the realities of nuclear status are un­ 
derstood. the door is open to very wide and 
far-reaching arrangements in “nuclear shar­ 
ing,” more accurately in nuclear consultation.

This statement is partly correct. It is true 
that the same good Samaritans have to do 
both jobs and if all citizens would help in the 
area of reaching civic improvement goals, 
money 
or otherwise, these few would 
have 
more time to promote the city of Lincoln. 
1 refuse to think that only getting more 
industry would eliminate the need for helping 
others less fortunate. Being in business in 
eight other states besides Nebraka. 1 can 
prove that our average wage is higher than in 
th^ other states w'e are in. One of these. Wis­ 
consin. has a $1.15 minimum wage law for 
restaurant workers, but Lincoln's average is 
well above this. 
■‘Ex-contributor’' says he knows of 65c-an- 
hour dishwashers being pressured into giving 
to the Community Chest and that they really 
should be recipients of the Chest. 
I think everyone should be paid by per­ 
formance and frankly we have had dishwash­ 
ers worth no more than 65c and some that 
were worth more than $2.50 per hour and were 
paid that, but I agree that neither person 
should be pressured into contributing to any­ 
thing. 
Fed era l Ag encies 
The o t he r statement “Ex-conti'ibutor” 
makes is: “There are now' 
many federal 
agencies doing the work that the Community 
Chest claims it needs money for.” 
I believe the families of Lincoln should be 
taken care of by those of us that live in Lin­ 
coln. The less federal aid that comes to this 
city, the stronger our city will be.

Our company believes that you should not 
give until it hurts, but that you should give 
until it feels good. This is our method of reach­ 
ing our goal. 


When a new employe is hired and his sal­ 
ary is agreed upon, we explain that we are 
proud to be a part of the city of Lincoln, 
Omaha, Gainesville. Fla., (or any of the 20 
cities we are in) and that we like to con­ 
tribute in any w'ay we can to the needs and 
grow'th of that particular city. 


O n e ('.cut P er H o ur 
The employe is then asked if he is willing 
to assist by giving Ic per hour to these many 
needs of the Community Chest, the bulk of 
w'hich goes to the United Fund. Some, on re­ 
ligious grounds, have refused and their be­ 
liefs are respected, but 99.5% give Ic per hour 
for others. 
The reason I like to break it down to an 
hourly basis is this: 1 don’t think that you 
should give only once a year, once a month, 
once a week, or even once a day. As we are 
blessed with the opportunity 
to work, we 
should be thankful and willing to help others 
every hour of our working day. One cent 
per hour is not a lot, but over the year it 
reaches our goal and is above what the aver­ 
age goal of most workers will be. 
When the new' employe says he is will­ 
ing to give the Ic per hour, he then gets a Ic 
an hour raise. This Ic always remains as an 
odd penny on his check so that he is con­ 
stantly reminded of this contribution for oth- 
ers.

The so lutio n pro po sed by 
S. 1098 , the so -called per diem 
rental bill no w pending in 
Co ng ress, is o ne answer. The 
bill a l l o w s the Interstate 
Co mmerce Co mmissio n to 
set freig ht car rental rates 
hig h eno ug h so that many 
railro ads which are no w 
finding it pro fitable to rent 
cars fro m o ther ro ads wo uld 
do so no lo ng er. 
Many railro ad spo kesmen 
arg u e that this step is all 
that is necessary ; that when 
rental rates are raised, bo x ­ 
car o wnership will be so at­ 
tractiv e that railro ads will 
make the inv estment and 
bu ild cars. 
Bu t o ther so lu tio ns hav e 
been 
pro po sed, 
including 
special trains, special cars, 
and ev en g o v ernment fin­ 
ancing o f cars. 
Lo ans Urg ed 
One su ch p r o p o s a l has 
been made by Jo hnso n. He

Jo hnso n sug g ested that a 
billio n do llars a y ear fo r 10 
y ears be made av ailable to 
American railro ads o n a 
lo an basis fo r the ex clu siv e 
pu rpo se o f building freig ht 
cars. He sug g ested lo w-in- 
terest lo ans, realistic instal­ 
ment pay ments and a tax in­ 
du cement arrang ement.

building . Ro y F. Hendrick­

Salt-Wahoo 
v ice-president 
Kenneth Weav er of Ray mond 
was appointed chairman of a 
committee to consider a new 
name for the watershed dis­ 
trict. 
Reason for the su ggested 
the watershed is in­ 
v olv ed with only the S a l t 
creek, and not Wahoo creek. 
The Wahoo creek had been 
planned as part of the water­ 
shed organization du ring i t s 
infancy , bu t was dropped when 
Sau nders C ou n t y residents 
v oted themselv es ou t of t h e 
watershed district. 
Sev eral members indicated 
they wou ld oppose any plans 
to change the district’s name, 
u nder which, they said, they 
had earned a national repu ta­ 
tion. 


Qu ality of the nation’s wa­ 
terway s is one of the United 
States’ most pressing prob­ 
lems, a national water re­ 
sou rces ex pert told Salt-Wahoo 
directors. 
Allen V. Kneese of Washing­ 
ton said new laws req u iring 
states to set standards for the 
q u ality of their waterway s 
will help, howev er. 
Kneese directs the water 
program for Resou rces for the 
Fu tu re, an arm of the Ford 
Fou ndation. Salt-Wahoo presi­ 
dent Otto Liebers of Lincoln 
is a program director. 


Another major water prob­ 
lem is the amou nt of annu al 
flood damage, Kneese said, 
which is rising despite an in­ 
creasing nu mber of reserv oirs. 
He cited growing occu pation 
of flood-prone areas as o n e 
cau se of the rising flood dam­ 
age. 
Kneese also called for great­ 
er recreational dev elopment 
of water basins for pu blic u se, 
which are “especially neces­ 
sary for states with no ou t­ 
standing natu ral featu res.” 
The Tex oma Reserv oir on 


the Tex as-Oklaho ma state line 
draws mo re v isito rs d a i l y 
than any natio nal park, he 
said, indicating public interest 
in water recreatio n.
